El Capitan referendum issue 


gets setback on judges ruling 


Superior Judge Arden Jensen tossed 
a bombshell Thursday in tlie camp of 
the citizens’ group seeking a county- 
wide 
referendum election In the El 
Capitan Ranch rezoning case. 
Over 
strenuous objections of citi­ 
zens’ 
committee attorney Frank Sar- 
guis, 
Judge 
Jensen 
said 
he would 
require Sarguis’ group to provide a num­ 
ber of UC 
Santa Barbara students who 
signed the referendum petitions to prove 
they were qualified to do so. 
Counsel for multi-millionaire 
ranch 
developer 
Jules 
Berman is contend­ 
ing 
that about 250 UCSB students sign­ 
ing the petitions might be disqualified 
by reasons of having given wrong ad­ 
dresses. 
Judge 
Jensen has indicated 
he is also considering admitting into 
evidence student registrations M the uni­ 
versity which show addresses that could 
be contrary to those on the petitions. 
In still another ruling ttiat appeared 
to strike heavily at chances of the Citi­ 
zens 
Committee for the General Plan 
to win out in its endeavor to place the 
measure on the November ballot, Judge 
Jensen admitted into evidence some 9,000 
cards containing names of petition sigiv 
ers and their addresses which had lieen 
gone over” by the Post Office depart­ 
ment. 
James 
Talaga, counsel for Berman, 
contended that there was evidence in 
these cards of “ some 600 situations” 
where petition signers “ had moved.” The 
indication was that wrong addresses 
placed on petitions in these cases might 
disqualify the signers. 
Sarguis 
claimed there was no evi­ 
dence that postal representatives put on 
the stand by Talaga had direct knowl­ 
edge of the authenticity of the informa­ 
tion on the cards they checked. 
He 
brought out the fact Uiat the deixity county 
clerk assigned to supervise the card 
file of the Berman group was in fact an 
employe of the law firm with which Ta­ 
laga is associated. 
Talaga said he hoped to show evidence 
from the cards and from student testi­ 
mony that would bring a ruling from 
the bench disqualifying sufficient addi­ 
tional signatures 
to kill the election 
try. 
The committee, which had a cushion 
of almost one thousand extra signa­ 
tures to qualify for the election liefore 
Berman’s 
suit started, now has watch­ 
ed the margin drop to about 700. 
Judge Jensen 
granted a motion by 
Talaga to continue the trial until Mon­ 
day at 10 a.m. in the Santa Barbara 
Courthouse. 
During the all-day session Thursday, 
Sarguis 
was 
repeatedly 
overruled 
by Judge Jensen. Sarguis sought to hold 
up admissibility of UCSB student regis­ 
tration 
records on the grounds they 
did not require official residency in­ 
formation. The court allowed UCSB re- 


gistrar Dr. Theodore Harder to return 
the records to his office and to m.ike 
copies of records in cases sought by 
Talaga. 
Sarguis 
told the court he felt it was 
unfair for his side to bear the burden 
of establishing proof of residence as 


the opponents had instigated the suit and 
had claimed fraud. 
He said he did not 
have names of the students, ani felt it 
might l)e dlfticult to find them during the 
summer season. Talaga said he would 
assist in providing names for Sarguis 
to look up.

PUERTO VALLARTA, Mexico (I PI) 
—President Nixon ends a colorful 28 
hour 
visit 
to Mexico today by joining 
President 
Gustavo Diaz Ordaz in an­ 
nouncing 
their

for settling 
boundary disputes that have plagued re­ 
lations between the two countries for 
122 years. 
Nixon, accomiwuied by his wife, Pat, 
arrived from Washington Thursday to a 
gala 
welcome 
replete with mariachi 
bands, 
Mexican 
cavalrymen 
and all 
the 
general 
gaiety 
of a local fiesta. 
They leave for their California 
White 
House at San Clemente today. 
Diaz Ordaz and Nixon discussed the 
boundary 
treaty Thursday at a hastily- 
called news conference in this Pacific 
Coast 
resort village of 25,000 persons 
made internatlotully famous by Richard 
Burton 
and 
Elizabeth 
Taylor. 
De­ 
tails of the treaty will l>e made public 
in a communique today. 
The two presidents said the treaty iiw 
corporating the agreement will go be­ 
fore their respective senates for ap­ 
proval. 
Nixon 
said “ the 
secretary 
of state assures me that we can get a 
unanimous vote on this treaty” from the 
U.S. Senate. 


in announcing agreement on the boun­ 
dary question, Diaz Ordaz said, “ We 
must rememlier and it is necessary and 
convenient that we should have no prob- 
blems arising from the delineation of 
our borders.” 
After a two - and - a - half hour meetr 
ing with Diaz Ordaz Thursday night, 
Nixon 
also reported progress in dis<- 
cusslons on finding a solution to the prob­ 
lem of salinity in the Colorado River. 
Mexicans want the United States to con­ 
trol the salt content and stop saline 
|X)llution caused by drainage from the 
Ameriv an side. 


Nixon wtio chose Mexico for his first 
south - of - the - border trip as Presi­

Israel expected to name 
representative Monday

Israel 
is expected to name its rep- 
representative to the Middle East peace 
talks by Monday, diplomatic sources in 
Tel Aviv said today. 
While preparatiwis for an early lie- 
ginning to the walks were under way in 
Israel, President Gamal Atxlel Nasser 
of Egypt and King Hussein of Jordan 
were meeting in Alexandria to plan Arab 
strategy for tlie discussions. 
The question of where and at wliat 
level the talks would be held remained 
to be settled, but an Israeli Foreign Mii>- 
istry spokesman indicated Israel would 
be willing to drop Its opposition to 
New York as a site. 
Gunnar V. Jarring, the United Na­ 
tions mediator in charge of Uie talks, 


has lieen quoted by a U.N. sixikesman as 
agreeing with Israel that the talks should 
begin at the foreign minister level ratti­ 
er than the lower ambassadorial leve^ 
favored by the Arabs. 


The diplomatic sources in Tel Aviv 
said the Israeli representative proba­ 
bly will be appointed at the weekly cab- 
inet meeting Sunday but the announce­ 
ment will proliably be withheld until 
Monday so it can l>e discussed in the 
Knesset (parliament). 
The Knesset tiegan its summer recess 
last week but was called back into ses­ 
sion by the three opposition parties, led 
by the hawkish Gahal, for a special 
debate on Israeli • American relations 
and r<»' ent tax increases. 


SACRMANETO - (UPD -The Senate 
killed Gov. Ronald Reagan’s $1 billion 
tax revision plan by one vote Thursday 
night and the governor angrily vowed to 
resubmit the same proposal again next 
year if re-elected. 
Reagan told a hastily called 
late 
night news conference that Californians 
had “ suffered a staggering setback in 
their efforts to obtain substantial and 
lasting property tax relief.” 
The bill failed to pass the Senate by 
only one vote as the legislature sped 
toward adjournament tonight of its 1970 
session. 
The roll call was 26-13, with 27 votes 
needed for 
passage. 
All 13 opponents 
were Democrats except for one lone Re­ 
publican, Sen. Clark L. Bradley of San 
Jose. 
Reagan would have had his 27th vote 
had Sen. 7om Carrell, D-San Fernando, 
not been hospitalized with diabetes. Sen­ 
ate leader Jack Schrade emotionally told 
his colleagues that Carrell’s wife had 
called him and asked if one of the op­ 
ponents would cast a “ courtesy” vote 
for her husband. Schrade asked them 
“ to look at their consciences.”

county taxes 


Defeat of Gov. Reagan's $1 billion 
tax reform program in the state legis­ 
lature a|)parently means Santa Barbara 
County has lost its final chance of avert­ 
ing a huge property tax boost this year, 
it was indicated by county government 
officials. 
Board 
of 
Supervisors 
Chairman 
George H. Clyde said that the super­ 
visors previously had supported the pro­ 
gram on the Information the county 
would gain about $1.6 million through 
major 
provisions 
of Assembly bills 
1000 and ЮЭ1. 
Clyde said today that there still seems 
to be some hope “ that something might 
be worked out at a special session of 
the legislature, if necessary, to pro­ 
vide some form of tax relief.” But he 
added that there appeared to be con­ 
flicting reports as to whether a special 
session will be called. 
Supervisor Daniel G Grant, chairman 
of the County Supervisors Association 
Tax Committee, was not immediately 
available for comment. He was in Santa 
Ynez Valley looking over a site for a 
new county refuse station on the 1 ed 
Cliamberlain ranch. Grant previously 
had said the county rate, whatever is 
set late this month, could be reduced 
24 cents if the Reagan program was 
successful. 
Meanwhile, county auditor, A.T. Eaves 
Jr. said he is still studying prospects 
to determine whether high revenue esti­ 
mates can be made to apply to the 
county budget. No one today cared to 
predict what the 1970-71 tax levy will 
be. Jhe only guesses were tliat the in­ 
crease could range from 50 
to 75 
cents or more unless tl>ere is a dras­ 
tic cliange in tlK? budget situation in 
the week.

Cambodian troops hail 
victory over commies 


PHNOM 
PENH 
(UPI) - Jubilant 
Cambodian 
troops today claimed vic­ 
tory over Communist 
forces 
on the 
approaches to Phnom Penh in a 24 hour 
battle in which 
500 North Vietnamese 
were reported killed. 


Cambodian 
commanders rushed re­ 
inforcements Into the area just norUi 
of the capital to set up a new defensive 
ring 
protecting the city against an es- 
timaed 
2,000 North Vietnamese 
and 
Viet Cong believed in the region. 


Although the threat to Phnom Penh 
eased 
after 
heavy fighting Thursday 
around the village of Prek Tameaknine 
miles 
northeast of the capital. Com­ 
munist 
gunners fired rockets and mor­ 
tars 
into Cambodian positions direc­ 
tly 
across the Mekong River from the 
royal 
palace. 
This was the closest 
bombardment of the city’s cultural ceih 
ter to date. 
Field commanders said 
the battered 
North 
Vietnamese 
force on the east 
bank of the river appeared to be re­ 
grouping. 
The city is on the west bank. 
U. S. Air Force F-4D 
reconnaissance 
jets 
swooijed low over the battlefield

Cost of living increases 
purchasing power improves 


WASHlNGT'iN 
(UP!) - The cost of 
living of Americans continued to rise 
last month 
at an annual rate of almost 
5 per cent, but the purchasing power of 
workers' wages improved, the govern­ 
ment reported today. 
The Labor Department said the Con­ 
sumer Price Index, one of the key indi­ 
cators of the pace of the nation's econo­ 
mic pulse, rose 0.4 per cent in July — 
Uie same rate as fur May and June. A 
full year rise at that rate would be 4.8 
per cent. 
But the report said that for the third 
consecutive month the dispensable 
earnings of rank - and - file workers 
rose at a greater rate than the price 
index. That figure for July was $105.88 
a week, up 80 cents from June, for an 
average worker with three dependents. 
The index for July stood at 135.7 — 
representing a jump of 5.8 
per cent 
over July, 1969. 
The index meant tliat 
cost $13.57 last month to buy the same 
goods and services that could liave tveen 


obtained for $13.52 
in June, $12.82 in 
July, 1969, and $10 a little more than a 
decade ago. 
On a seasonally 
adjusted tvasis, the 
over-all Increase 
in July in the index 
was 0.3 per cent, same as in June but 
only 
about hall of the rate last winter, 
the department said. 
Joel Popkin, assistant commissioner 
of the Bureau of Labor Statistics, said 
that in the year from July, 1969, price 
showed “ a general acceleration until 
about the first of the year and slowing 
down since then tliat lias become more 
pronounced in June and July.” 
But 
Pu,')kln 
declined to speculate 
on what wuuld happen the rest of tlie 
year.

funds to fight back 


WASHINGTON

State 
Department 
lias 
told 
Congress 
it 
expects 
more 
assassinations and kidnapings 
of American diplomats abroad 
and wants money and manpow­ 
er to counteract the terrorism. 
Specifically, the department 
wants to organize emergency 
action teams, includii^ a Navy 
Seabee 
armor 
expert, 
that 
could be deployed quickly to 
trouble spots. 
It also has asked for a fleet 
of heavily armored vehicles, 
more Marine guards at embas­ 
sies and money to hire more 
local guard forces. 
“’The 
steady increase 
in 
terrorist 
activities directed 
against U.S. government per­ 
sonnel and ope radons abroad, 
including assassinations and 
kidnapings, shows no signs of 
abatement. In fact, all indica­ 
tions point to an amplification 
of the problem for some time 
to come,” the department said. 
The request came to liglit 
when the Senate Appropriations 
Commitiee released testimony 
taken last June. The depart­ 
ment asked for $1,250,000 to 
launch three of the emergency 
action teams, buy the speciaJ 


armored cars and other ve­ 
hicles and pay the salaries of 
the extra Marines and local 
security guards. 
Since then, Daniel Mitrione, a 
U.S. official, was murdered by 
terrorists in Uruguay. Another 
official, Claude Fry, is still a 
hostage there. 
"hese victims were the latest 
in a series of slayings and 
kidnapings of U.S. diplomats in 
recent years. In 1968 Guatema­ 
lan guerrillas shot two U.S. 
military attaches and Ambassa­ 
dor Gordon Mein to death, in 
1969. C. Burke Elbrick. U ^ 
ambassador to Brazil, 
was 
kidn2q>ed and held hostage until 
15 political 
prisoners were 
freed. 
This 
year, 
again in 
Guatemala, a labor attache and 
a military attache were kid­ 
naped and then ransomed for 
political prisoners.

Raiders in clash

The exuberance of Henry (Hank) Stram, who started 
his career as a head coach in Dallas, was overflowing. 
Ins Kansas City Chiefs, nee Dallas Texans, had just routed 
the Minnesota Vikings, reputedly the monster men of pro- 
tessional football, and now Hank was ready to pontificate 
on the significance of the Super Bowl triumph. 
It means, 
he said, “the 1970s will be a decade of var­ 
iety on offense.” Starting, of course, in 1970. 
The Chiefs had just gone through, around and over the 
perplexed Vikings with a multiplicity of formations. Oper­ 
ating out of the shifting I, the double wing, the camouflage 
slot—on quick counts and on long counts—they demon­ 
strated a concept of attack that intrigues the men who 
draw X’s and O’s on tablecloths. 


1in,TlIt:Ple °ffense is a living fact of life in winning 
tootball. It is not new. Tom Landry of the Dallas Cowboys 
has been with it almost from the moment he took a lifetime 
grip on the coaching job (and a good chunk of Clint Murchi­ 
son s money). And as the Cowboys over their first decade 
of existence got increasingly indoctrinated in Tom’s foot­ 
ball philosophy, their sophistication of complexity of of­ 
fense was accelerated. They, too, are pioneers of the multi­ 
ple offense. 


Now football coaches, with the exception of guys like 
Landry and Stram, are notoriously conservative charac­ 
ters. Most ol them haven’t even given up cuffs on their 
trousers But they’re influenced by success. When Vince 
Lombardi and his Green Bay Packers awed the rest of 
football with a power attack, other teams quickly adopted 
his tactics (sometimes forgetting they didn’t “have the 
Green Bay type of bodies to apply them). 


Well, they better take heed of won-and-loss records for 
the last four years in plotting their strategies. Landry and 
Stram are the leading coaches on the ledger for that per­ 
iod. In regular season play, Stram s teams have won 43 
games and Landry’s Cowboys have won 42. (Parenthetical­ 
ly, it should be noted that the Oakland Raiders, who also 
lean to a varied attack, have won more games but under 
two different coaches.) 
The key to all successful offense in pro ball is the estab­ 
lishment of a running game. Landry and Stram both have 
stressed that. But their theories don’t require running over 
people. In fact, they’ve been able to control the ball using 
stables of small running backs such as Mike Garrett and 
Warren McVea of the Chiefs, Don Perkins (now retired) 
and Walt Garrison of the Cowboys. W’hen a big one like 
Calvin Hill of Dallas does come along, it’s a bonus. 
“At the time of the Lombardi era in Green Bay,” ex­ 
plains Landry, “The primary philosophy was run-to-day- 
light, with big linemen blocking for big backs. But on the

Cowboys, an expansion team, we had ordinary linemen 
blocking for little backs. So we’d mask our intentions, such 
as throwing a pitchout to look like a wide play and then 
running inside. With our personnel we couldn’t afford to 
let the defense know where we were going.” 
When Green Bav needed short yardage, everybody in 
the stadium knew Jim Taylor would run a weakside slant, 
but the Packers would make it work anyhow. They had 
exceptional personnel. Eventually teams such as Dallas 
and Kansas City developed exceptional offensive lines, too, 
but they retained the small backs and found they were 
just as effective by using finesse—i.e., the multiple “forma­ 
tions. The Cowboys, for instance, have 25 different offen­ 
sive sets in their repertoire and will use as many as 14 in 
a single game. 
Landry argues that it doesn’t put an extra heavy burden 
on the mental capacities of the offensive back: “He doesn’t 
care what ribbon the package is wrapped in; he just wants 
to keep the offense off balance.” 
Coincident with the deplovment of the offensive back in 
a different variety of sets to confuse the defense will be 
his greater use as a pass receiver. Teams can flood pass­ 
ing lanes with five eligible receivers if necessary, and 
the back with the iron hands is an immediate liability. The 
way backs are flared and sent down over the middle in 
circle routes, they pose just as much of a deep threat to 
secondaries as the traditional wide receivers. 
In the ever-changing game of human chess which pro 
football has become, the defenses are adapting, too. They 
use “ odd m en” spacing—a defensive tackle lined up over 
the nose of the center—to give their alignments a different 
look and throw off blockers. 
The team that doesn’t react to these changes can be out- 
maneuvered. That was one of the things which happened to 
Minnesota in the Super Bowl. The Viking running game, 
which had trampled every other NFL team during the 
regular season, adhered to a rigid pattern. “ Their backs,” 
noted KC linebacker Jim Lynch, “ line up in what we call 
a red or brown formation, and they don’t come out of it 
So we were able to anticipate almost everything thev did 
They came straight at us.” 
And being straight isn’t being with it, in 1970.

He’s in his 17th year with 
the company and his 17th 
year as a member of the 
United Auto Workers. 
“ I make $164 a week and I 
take home $120,” Jim says, 
pushing his cap back. In 
metropolitan C l e v e l a n d , 
where Brook Park and Jim ’s 
$18,600 frame bungalow lie, 
that salary puts him some­ 
where between “ poor” and 
“ moderate” standards of liv­ 
ing, according to the U. S. 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
George Calabrese, 50, is a 
gas analyst and furnace 


comparison b et w e e n their 
wages and those of other 
laboring people in the Cleve­ 
land area. 


Sheet metal workers, for 
example, under a new con­ 
tract are making more than 
$10 an hour. Carpenters earn 
almost $11 an hour. (Both 
figures include fringe bene­ 
fits.) And bus and garbage- 
truck drivers, in some cate­ 
gories, earn more than the 
auto workers in base pay. 


“ We’re below the middle 
in blue-collar ranks,” Jim 
says. “ We can make a liv­ 
ing, 
but 
there’s 
nothing 
extra. I haven’t gone any­ 
where on vacation si nce 
1965.” 
“ And we’re even falling 
further behind.” Howard 
adds, pointing out that food 
prices have risen 6.5 per 
cent in Cleveland in the last 
year. 
None 
of the three 
ex­ 
presses any resentment of 
his superiors, either blue- 
collar or white-collar. “ We 
all get along pretty well,” 
they say. 
They already receive com­ 
pany-paid hospitalization and 
life insurance. But they hope 
the union can win for them 
prepaid dental care—“ Those 


they’d like to see the UAW 
provide an auto insurance 
plan and win a company 
pension of $500 per month 
for retirees with 30 years 
service. 
As members of the biggest 
UAW local in Ohio (8,900 
members), they have seen 
some rough, and some good, 
economic times. Right now, 
they feel, times are not good. 


“ We’re worse off than we 
were t h r e e y e a r s ago,” 
George concludes. But he 
does laugh when it is noted 
that Cleveland’s barbers, at 
least, decided to stick to $3 
per cut this year instead of 
going to $3.25. 
“ Thank God,” Jim amens.

Howard, 44, works as a 
handy man in a pattern 
shop. Also a Navy vet from 
World War II, he has been 
with Ford and UAW for 19 
years and is sending two 
children through college on 
his base pay of $3.78, plus 22 
cents an hour cost of living. 
“ We’re

ward,” H o w a r d explains, 
“ what with gasoline prices 
up, food prices up, interest 
rates up, college costs up.” 
Howard is buying a $20,900 
brick bungalow on Cleve­ 
land’s east side, 40 minutes’ 
drive from the plant. 
“ It costs me $10 to $12 a 
week just to commute to 
work,” he points out. 


The three men are among 
700,000 U A W hourly paid 
workers who are watching 
and waiting to see what de­ 
velops in contract talks be­ 
tween the UAW and the Big 
Three auto manufacturers. 
(The UAW’s current three- 
year contract with General 
Motors, Ford and Chrysler 
expires Sept. 14.) 
A 61-day strike that pre­ 
ceded the 1967 contract set­ 
tlement “ took away all our 
savings,” the men acknowl­ 
edge. They hope a walkout 
won’t be necessary this year. 


But they are prepared to

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Demands and a budget 


After many years without a city tax increase, the roof falls 
in and Lompoc property taxpayers are now faced with a 44 
cent increase in their required contributions to the support 
of local government and services. 
The primary budget discussions centered the problem on 
losses of revenue. The census count was a major culprit. 
Estimated drops in sales tax, cigarette tax, property trans­ 
fer tax, interest income, court fines and construction permits 
were other areas blamed for the forceful high tax increase. 
In any properly run business where it is certain that rev­ 
enues will be substantially decreased, it is only logical that 
expenditures be thoroughly surveyed. 
City administration justification for nearly all expenditures 
is based on the alleged fact that citizens demand such actions. 
One City Councilman stated publicly that the budget has 
been reviewed with a “ fine tooth comb” and it is an austerity 
budget. 
However, in a line-by-line review of the document, we won­ 
der, in light of the precarious financial outlook, whether Lom­ 
poc citizens now demand: 
1. The $25,000 budgeted item for creation of a river bottom 
park. 
2. The $17,500 budgeted item for the acquisition of proper­ 
ty for an “ O” Street park. 
3. '"’he $48,000 budgeted item for a new fire department unit. 
H & Ocean by Harry Crompe 


4. The $3,000 budgeted item for a nuclear compaction 
testing unit. 
5. The $9,250 budgeted item for park sidewalks and a con­ 
cession stand. 
6. The $2,500 for the establishment of a tree nursery at the 
FCI. 
7. The $3,000 increase over the previous year’s budget for 
meetings, seminars and conventions for city employes. 
8. The $10,000 budgeted item for four new pick-up trucks 
when maybe one might suffice. 
9. The $40,000 budgeted item for two new dump trucks, 
when maybe one might suffice. 


10. The $2,000 budgeted item for financial consultant serv­ 
ices for the city finance director. 
The items above considering one pick-up and one dump truck 
total $132,750, or approximately 41 cents of the tax rate. 
Last Tuesday. Mayor \ r ‘ S.o:t was successful in movvi/ 
that $50,000 in budgeted capital improvement items be cut and 
that this amount be placed in general reserves. This, conceiv­ 
ably, could erase the purchase of the fire unit and $2 000 
worth of other capital improvement items. 
Regardless, do we really demand such services now or 
can’t they be delayed until a more favorable financial situa­ 
tion appears or exists?

In a recent column, UPI writer Roy 
McGee pointed out it would cost the or­ 
dinary driver four or five times that 
amount to rent or lease a similar car 
McGee wrote, both Ford Motor Co 
and Chrysler Leasing Corp. said they 
gave t.ie cm rate lease prices to law­ 
makers for the prestige value of having 
them drive their automobiles. 


From the viewpoint of the manufac­ 
turer, it may well be that the man in 
the street would notice if his senator or 
representative drove into town in a 
Lincoln Continental or a Chrysler Im­ 
perial. And it might follow that he would 
conclude that if the honorable member 
of Congress drives such-and-such a lim­ 
ousine that he himself might buy a less­ 
er model for himself from the same man­ 
ufacturer. 
Almost to a man, the congressmen 
accepting the kindness of the automakers 
also accepted the automakers rationale 
for offering the deal. 
“ If they think it lends prestige to 
their product and they think it’s a good 
deal for them, then It’s a good deal 
for me,” McGee quoted Sen. Russell B. 
Long, D-La. 
It should be noted that Long is chair­ 
man of the Senate Finance Committee, 
which handles corporation taxes, tariffs 
and export-import legislation — all vital 
to the motor industry. 
Whatever prestige is attached to the 
senator or representative it would ap­ 
pear that in most cases it is attached 
because of the office he holds. No mat­ 
ter what his attainment prior to elec­ 
tion he rates the title “ honorable” only 
after election. 
Such prestige, then, is bestowed by 
the voters. But it’s a badge of office, 
not of the man holding the office at a 
particular time. 
Should he then use that prestige for 
personal gain? 
Sen. Norris Cotton, R-N.H., is ranking 
member on the Commerce Committee, 
which writes legislation governing safe’- 
ty, pollution and other matters affect­ 
ing the auto industry. He leases a Con­ 
tinental for $750 a year. 
According to McGee, Cotton said: “ It’s 
ridiculous to think the influence of a U.S. 
Senator could be bought for the price of 
a car lease.” 
But if the lawmakers are scrupulous 
about not selling their influence, at least 
some

Western Europe. It has brought the 
strongest ot representations from 
Bonn.

judgment on the wisdom of a partial 
troop withdrawal from South Korea 
or Europe Nor is it meant to imply 
that Nixon should not continue his 
troop pullouts in South Vietnam. 
What this reporter does suggest 
most strongly is that the United 
States recognize the great political 
and psychological el fed s worldwide 
ot 
American troop shifts. Major 
U.S. m ilitary withdrawals must be 
preceded by physical actions which 
will not only inform but convince 
our allies and their enemies what 
American intentions are.

enough 
to 
make 
statem en ts 
or 
explanations, 
however logical. The Russians, the 
Red Chinese, the East Europeans 
and the North Vietnamese do not 
believe statements. Neither do the 
Japanese, the South Koreans, the 
Chinese Nationalists, the Southeast 
Asians, the West Europeans, the 
Israeli or the Arabs.

But the evidences

beginning to mount. 
Thor 
Heyerdahl, 
famed explorer of 
supposed

o c e a n 
s a i l i n g 
routes, 
recently 
offered a small but 
dramatic 
example 
on

show. Fresh 
from his successful 
westward 
voyage 
Atlantic in a frail 
an 
oil 
lump 
impregnated 
barnacles.

midocean. Oil once spilled does not 
just 
“ go 
away 
with 
some 
convenient tide. 
More 
stunning 
though 
little 
publicized has been the scientific 
work done in Massachusetts at the 
Woods 
Hole 
O cea no grap hic 
Institution. B y odd circumstance, an 
oil barge bearing a mere 650 tons of 
luel oil last September struck rocks 
at 
West Falmouth harbor, and 
Woods Hole scientists were able 
study the consequences almost 
their 
door. 
Their 
findings 
are 
devastating. 
The damage, they suggest, can be 
and probably is far greater than the 
surface evidences depicted for us up 
to now — the despoiling of beaches, 
the killing of water birds and other 
marine life. 
S o m e 
of 
the 
“ s a t u r a t e d 
hydrocarbon 
fractions” 
of 
the 
spilled oil got into the tissues of still 
living 
oysters 
and 
other 
sea 
animals. The feared consequence is 
that by a chain of events common to 
ocean ecology, sim ilar to that which 
occurs on land, the smaller affected 
marine organisms will be eaten by 
larger ones and they in turn bv still 
bigger ones, until the menace from 
living sea animals is widespread. 
Dr. Max Blum er of the Woods 
Hole chemistry department puts it 
bluntly: 
“ All crude oils and refined oils are 
. poisons for all marine organisms — 
and for m an.” 
After the West Falmouth oil barge 
spill, dead sea creatures washed 
ashore were nearly knee-deep on the 
beaches. The real key, though, is 
that almost a year later the only 
living thing in the affected area is a 
worm 
that 
thrives 
in 
polluted 
waters. And the scientists suggest 
that 
every 
storm 
restirs 
oil- 
saturated sediments and spreads the 
danger anew. They estimate it may 
take three to five years for the 
offshore 
w a t e r s 
to 
clean se 
themselves, 
and 
a 
decade 
for 
adjacent 
m arshes 
to 
become 
healthy again. 
The 
Woods 
Hole 
specialists 
obviously are unimpressed by ship 
owners or oil companies’ efforts to 
“ neutralize” spills with detergents 
and 
other 
dispersing 
chemicals. 
They take no comfort from the fact 
the beaches are now clean on the 
British 
coast 
where 
the 
tanker 
Torrey Canyon 
three years ago 
foundered and dumped 100,000 tons 
of crude oil 
in the first really 
staggering spill of this era 
They 
speculate 
that 
some 
of 
the 


dispersing chemicals may actually 
aid 
the 
spread 
of 
posonous oil 
elements. 
The most serious aspect of all this 
is that massive ocean oil traffic is 
growing ever greater with each 
passing month. It is estimated that 
millions of tons of oil already have 
been dumped into the seas, either 
through 
accidents 
or 
through 
earless 
emissions 
from 
tankers 
plying their regular routes. What 
lies ahead in the way of expanded oil 
transport is almost unbelievable. 


We 
are 
into 
the 
era 
of

supertanker. 
The 
SS 
Universe 
Ireland, one of six of its kind, is a 
326.000-ton vessel which can carry 
2.4 million barrels of oil. 


The end of tanker development is 
not in sight. A 367-000-ton carrier is 
soon to be ready, and, plans are 
under way for vessels up to 500,000 
tons. Ultim ate ships twice as big 
may be built. Obviously no canals, 
no known world 
harbors and no 
normal 
loading 
and 
unloading 
equipm ent 
will 
be 
suitable. 
Extensive new offshore terminal 
facilities, often involving submarine 
pipelines, 
are 
being 
created 
to 
accommodate 
these 
oil-bearing 
monsters.

constructions, there will always be 
some carelessness at sea and the 
danger ot accident with resulting 
colossal spills dwarfing any we have 
had thus far.
